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DETAILED ACTION 

• Applicants amendment filed 06/30/2008 has been entered. Claims 15, 22 and 23 were 
amended. Claims 15 and 22-32 as amended are currently pending with the application. 

• Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been fully considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Objections 

• Claims 23 and 30-32 objected under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claims 
15 and 24-26. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after 
allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed 
claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). The claims are almost similar because Rm and Xn in the 
formulas contain m and n values of m=0 and n=0, and a range of m+n < 5 that includes 
values ranging from 0-5 making the substituents an optional components and in turn the 
claims to be substantial duplicates. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

1 . Claims 15 and 22-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Spreitzer et al (WO 
02/072714 Sept 19, 2002 as evidenced by US 6,994,893). 

The use of phrase "for depositing an active material on to a surface" in the claims have 
not been treated with patentability. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable 
of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, 
the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re 
Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Spreitzer et al disclose a process of producing organic semiconductor layers for PLED 
by ink-jet printing of solutions of polymer semiconductors in a mixture of two different organic 
solvents [US 6,994,893; Abstract, Cl-17, Claim-1 ]. The solvents included trifluoromethoxy- 
benzene (CI- 18, Claim- 19) and the polymers included PAV, PF, PSF and PPP Electro- 
luminescent (Cl-17, Claims 6-9). 
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The prior art fails to teach a composition with Rf being C2-C3 fluorinated alkyl per the 

claims. 

However, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art to 
substitute the trifluoromethoxybenzene in the composition of Spritzer with either a C2 or C3 
fluoroalkyl as functional equivalent because they are the homolgs of the CI compound and 
homologs (compounds differing regularly by the successive addition of the same chemical 
group, e.g., by -CH2- groups) are generally of sufficiently close structural similarity that there is 
a presumed expectation that such compounds possess similar properties. In re Wilder, 563 F.2d 
457, 195 USPQ 426 (CCPA 1977). 

With regard to the properties in claims 24-32, the prior art composition is similar to that 
claimed by the applicants, and similar compositions are expected to possess similar properties. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

Claims 15 and 22-32 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 10-13 and 15 of copending 
Application No. 10/669404 (Amended 09/16/2008). Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the instant claims and the 
claims in the copending application are drawn to similar compositions wherein the fluorescent 
emitter/dyes (See Spec of instant application, Pg-12, Ln 26-30; pyrene, perylene and rubene) are 
encompassed by the electroluminescent materials (Sec. Friend et al; US 5,247,190; Cl-1, Ln 29- 
31). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
